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Tbe Battle of Piasburj tandliis:— Vin- 
dication of Gen. Grant — Letter from 

Jlajor Geu. Wm. T. Sherman. 

Headqoaeters, Military I 
Division op the Mississippi. ) 
Prof. Henry Coppee, Philadelphia : 

Dear Sir; In the June number of the 
United Slates Service Magazine, I find a 
brief sketch of Lieut. Oen. U. S Grant, in 
which I see you are likely to perjietrate an 
error, which General Grant may not deem of 
sufficient importance to correct. To General 
Buell's noble, able and gallant conduct you 
attribute the fact that the disaster of April 
6, at Pittsburg Landing, was retrieved, and 
made the victory of the following day. As 
General Tavlor is said in his later days to 
have doubted whether he was ai the battle 
of Buena Vista at all, on account of the 
many thing.sdiaving transpired there, accord- 
ing to the historians, which he did not see, 
so 1 begin to doubt nil ether I was at the 
battle of Pittsburg Landing of modern de- 
scription. But I was at the battles of April 
6 and 7 1862. Gen. Grant visited my divis- 
ion in person about 10 A. M., when the bat- 
tle raged fiercest I was then on the right. 
Alter some general conversation, he remark- 
ed that I was doing right in stubbornly op- 
posing tbe progress o! the enemy; and, in 
answer to my inquiry as to cartridges, told 
me he had anticipated their wan's, and 
given order.i accordingly ; be then said his 
presence was more needed over at the lelt. 
About 2 P. M ol the 6th, the enemy mate- 
rially slackened his attack on me, and about 
4 P. M I deliberately made a new line be- 
hind McArthur's drill field, placing batter- 
ies on chosen ground, repelled easily a cav- 
alry attack, and watched the cautions ap- 
proach of the enemy's infantry, that never 
dislodged me there I selected that line in 
advance of a bridge across .Snake Creek, by 
which we had all day been expecting the ap- 
proach of Lew, Wallace’s division Irom 
Crump's Landing. About 5 P. M., before the 
sunset, Gen. Grant came again to me, and 
after hearing my report of matters, explained 
to me the situation of affairs on the left, 
which were not as favorable; still the enemy 
had tailed to reach the landing of the boats. 
We agreed that the enemy had expended the 
furore of his attack, and we estimated our 
loss, and approximated our then strength, in- 
cluding Lew. Wallace's fresh division, ex- 
pected each minute He then ordered me 
to get all things ready, and at daylight the 
next day to assume the offensive. That was 
before Gen. Buell had arrived, but he was 
known to be near at hand. General Buell's 
troops took no essential part in the first day's 
fight, and Grant's army, though collected 
together hastily, green as militia, uoine reg- 
iments arriving without cartridges even, and 
nearly all hearing the dread sound of battle 
for the first time, had successfully withstood 
and repelled the first day’s terrific onset of a 
superior enemy, well commanded and well 
handled. I know I had orders from Gen. 
Grant to assume the oft’ensive before I knew 
Gen. Buell was on the west si<ie ol the Ten- 
nessee. 1 think General Buell, Col. Fry and 
others of Gen Buell's staff, rode up where I 
was about sunset, about the time Gen. Grant 
was leaving me. Gen. Buell asked me many 
questions, and got of uiea small map, which 
I had made for my own use, and told me that 
by daylight he could liave eighteen thousand 
fresh men, which I knew would settle tbe 
matterr 

I understood Grant's forces were toaiivance 
on the light of theCorinth road and Buell's 
on the l.-lt, and accordingly at daylight 1 
advanced my division by the flank, the re- 
sistance being trivial, up to the very spot 
where the day before the battle bad been 
most severe, and then waited till near noon 
for Buell's troops to get up abreast, when 
the entire line advanced and recoveied all 
the ground we had ever held. I know that, 
with the exception of one or two severe 
struggles the fighting of April 7 was easy as 
compared with that of April 6. 

I never was disposed noram I now, to 
question anything done by Gen. Buell and 
his array, and know that approaching our 
field of battle from the rear he encountered 
that sickening crowd of laggards and fugi- 
tives that excited bis contempt, and that ol 
his army, who never gave full credit lo those 
in the front line, who did fight hard, and 
who had, at four P. M., checked the enemy, 
and were preparing the next day to assume 
tbe ofi'ensive. 1 remember the tact the bel- 
ter Irom Gen. Grant's anecdote of his Donel- 
‘son battle, which he told me then for the 
first time — that at a certain period of the 
battle, he saw that either side was ready to 
give way it the other showed a bold front, 
and he determined to do that very thing, to 
advance on the enemy, when, as he prognos- 
ticated, the enemy surrendered. At 4 P 
M. of April 6ih, he thought the appear- 
ances the same, and he judged, with Lew 
Wallace's fresh division, and such of our 
startled troops as had recovered their equili- 
brium, he would be justified in dropping the 
delenslve and assuming the offensive, in the 
morning. And, I repeat, I received such 
orders before I knew Gen. Buell’s troops 
were at the river. 1 admit that I was glad 
Buqll was there, because I knew his 
troops were older than > ours and better 
systematized and drilled, and his arrival 
made that certain which before was uncer- 
tain. I have heard this question much dis- 
cussed, and must say that the officers of 
Buell’s army dwelt loo much on the stam- 
pede ol some ol our raw troops, and gave us 
too little credit for the lact that for one whole 
day, weakened as we were by tbe absence 
of Buell's army, long expected, ol Lew Wal- 
lace's division, only four miles off. and ol 
the fugitives from our ranks, we had beaten 
off our assailants lor the time. At the same 
lime our Army of the Tennessee have in- 
dulged in severe criticisms at the alow ap- 
proach of that army which knew the dan- 
ger that threatened us from the concentrated 
armies of Johnston, Beauregard and Bragg, 
that lay at Corinth, in a war like tins, 
where opportunities lor personal prowe.ss are 
as plenty as blackberries totho.se who seek 
them at the from, all such criminations 
should be frowned down; and were it not for 
the military character of your journal, I 
would not venture to offer a correction to a 
very popular error. 

I will also avail myself of this occasion 
to correct another very common mistake, in 
attributing to General Grant the selection ol 
that battlefield. It was chosen by that vete- 
ran soldier, Major-General Charles F. Smith, 
who ordered ray division to disembark 
there, and strike for the Charleston Rail- 
road. This order was subsequently modified 
by his ordering Hurlbul's division to disem- 
bark there, and mine higher up the Tennes- 
see to the mouth of Yellow Creek to strike 
tbe railroad at Burnsville But doods pre- 
vented our reaching the railroad, when Gen- 
eral Smith ordered me in person also to dis- 
embark at Pittsburg Landing, and take post 



well out, so as to make plenty of room, with 
Snake and Lick creeks the flanks of a camp 
for the grand army of invasion. 

It was General Smith who selected that 
field ol battle, and it was well chosen. On 
any other we surely would have been over- 
whelmed, as both Lick and Snake creeks 
forced the enemy to confine his movements 
to a direct front attack, which new troops 
are bettcrqualified to resist than where flanks 
are exposed to a real or chimerical danger. 
Even the divisions of that army were ar- 
ranged in that camp by General Smith’s or- 
der, my division forming, as it were, the out- 
lying picket, while McClernand's and Pren- 
tiss' were the real line of battle, with W. II. 
L. Wallace in support of the right wing, 
and Hurlburt of the left; Lew. Wallaces 
division being detached. All these subordi- 
nate disposions were made by the order of 
General .Smith, before General Grant suc- 
ceeded him to the command of all the forces 
up the Tennessee — headquarters Savannah. 
If there were any error in putting that army 
on the west side of the Tenne.’see, exposed 
to the superior force of the enemy also as- 
sembliag at Corinth, the mistake was not 
General Grant’s — but there was no mistake 
It was necessary that a combat, fierce and 
bitter, to teat the manhood of the two 
armies, should come off, and that was as 
good a place as any. It was not then a 
question of military skill and strategy, but 
ol courage and pluck; and I am convinced 
that every life lost that day to us was neces- 
sary; tor otherwise at Corinth, at Memphis, 
at Vic’Ksburg, we would have found harder 
resistance, had we not shown our enemies 
that, rude and untutored as we then were, 
we could fight as well as they. 

Excuse so long a letter, which is very un- 
usual from me; but of course iny lile may 
cease at any moment, and 1 happen to be a 
witness 10 certain truths which are now be- 
ginning to pass out of memory, and form 
what is called history. 

I also take great pleasure in adding that 
nearly all the new troops that at Shiloh 
drew from me official censure, have more 
man redeemed their good name; among 
them that very regiment which first broke, 
the Fifty-third Oliio, Col. Appen. Under 
another leaner, Col. Jones, it hasshared eve 
ry campaign and expedition of mine since, 
is with me now, and can march and^bivouac 
and fight as well as the best regiment in this 
or any array. Its reputation now is equal to 
that of any f.-oiii the Slate of Ohio.

.Vilitarr Statistics. 

Among the contributions to the last Inter- 
national Statistic Congress at Berlin was 
one on our armies by Mr. E. B. Elliott, 
which presents much curious information. 
It appears from a fifteen months' examina- 
tion, there was a loss of seventy two men 
per annum out of 1,000; twenty being killed 
or dying of wounds received inaction, and 
twenty-five dying from disease and other 
causes. Thus it will be perceived that twice 
and a hall as many soldiers die from sick- 
ness as Irom casualties in battle. We sup- 
pose that those statistics refer to the earlier 
part of the war, so that there is ground for 
hope that the rate ol deaths by sickness has 
diminished through greater care and expe- 
rience. The ordinary rate of mortality in 
time of peace among civilians of a military 
age is about nine or ten per thousand in a 
year, and among United Stales soldiers in 
time of peace, twenty-six in a thousand. 
The mortality in war, therefore, is not so 
much larger as most persons would imag- 
ine. 

These statistics strikingly disapprove the 
talk of our British enemies about the un- 
precedented destructiveness of our war. Mr. 
Elliott shows that the above rate of mortal- 
ity is not only below that of our army in' the 
war against Mexico, but is greatly leas than 
that of the British wars during Wellington's 
Spanish campaigns and during the Crimean 
war. In Spain the annual average rate was 
160 per thousand; and in the Crimea it was 
no less than 230 per thousand, these figures 
embracing only the deaths in hospitals, not 
including those on th s battlefield! This 
amazing disparity in our favor is probably 
due, in the main, to the Sanitary and Chris- 
tian Commissions, whoso effectual services 
are beyond estimate. It is true that Mr. 
Elliott's statistics respecting the bight, 
weight, size auJ other bodily characteristics 
of our soldiers, show them to be somewhat 
superior to the British and French soldiers, 
but not enough to account for such a vast 
difference in mortality 

Another fact is established by these statis- 
tics Now and then a splenetic insinuation 
gets into the papers, to the effect that our offi- 
cers do not fully share the dangers of their 
command. But Mr. Elliott shows that the 
proportion of offireri killed in battle is much 
larger than of men, being in one period of 
observation eleven per thousand officers lo 
eight per thousand men, and in another pe- 
riod forty-eight officers to thirty-two men iu 
the thousand. On the other hand, the pro- 
portion of privates dying from diseases is 
greater than that of officers, being 22 offi- 
cers to 46 men per thousand in a period of 
uine iiiontha — Cin Times.

"Heber, then rector of Hodnet, married 
the daughter of Dean .Shipley, rector or vi- 
car ol Wrexham, in North Wales. On a cer- 
tain Saturday, he carnet o the house of his 
lather-in-law, who resided at the rectory or vi- 
car.age, to remain ot er Sunday, and preach in 
the morning the first sermon ever preached 
in that church, for the Church Missionary 
Society. As they sat conversing after dinner 
in the evening, the Dean said to Heber; 
‘Now as you are a poet, suppose you write a 
hymn for the service to-moirow morning.' 
Immediately he took pen. ink nnd paper, 
and wrote that hymn which, had he written 
nothing else, would have immortalized him. 
He read it lo the Dean, and said; ‘Will 
that do? ’Ay,' be replied; ‘and we will 
have it printed and distributed in the pews, 
that the people may sing it after the ser- 
mon.' ‘But,’ said Heber, ‘to what tune will 
it goT ‘Oh,’ he added, ‘it will go to ""rwas 
when the seas were roaring." And so he 
wrote in the corner at the top of the page, 
‘'Twas when the seas were roaring.' The 
hymn was printed accordingly."

Heritw of News. 

Diapa'-’.'i from Oen.s Burhridge and 
Slonei' -ih haf' been received announcing 
the coiupleta euccess of tbhir Virginia ex- 

liiion. The loss they have inflicted up- 
on '.be rebels is irretrievable The railroad 
brih^- ■ from New River, Va., to the Ten- 
oestfe line, are all destroyed. Thirteen rail- 
trains, with the locomotives of most bl 
them, besides many extra cars, were cap- 
tured and destroyed. All the depots of sup 
plies in South-western Virginia, the rail- 
road depots, foundries, mills, storehouses, 
factories, wagon and ambulance trains were 
destroyed. 2,500 rounds of artillery ammu- 
nition, 2.000 pack saddles, 2,000 horses, 1,000 
mules, and a great number ol small arms, 
were captured. Two rebel editors, and four 
printing presses were taken, the latter being 
sent to Parson Brownlow as a Christmas 
Gift. The salt works at Snltville, and lead 
works at Leadville, were entirely destroyed. 
The captured rebel prisoners are 34 officers 
and 845 men. Our losses do not exceed 200. 
killed, wounded and missing. So Breckin- 
ridge is used up, and has tied, with the rem- 
nant of his force, into North Carolina. 

The escape ofr Hood from Tennessee is 
contradicted. It is stated that be first in- 
tended crossing the river at Decatur, but 
Steedman was too quick for him. He then 
laid his pontoons across the river at Flor- 
ence, but our gunboats shelled them so vig 
oroualy that the enemy ware obliged to hunt 
another point, and left "for Bainbridge 
There, however, the river is too wide, and 
the current too strong for the bridge to be 
laid. Hood is suffering excessive tribula* 
tion, for Thomas is close at ilia heels. The 
rains and bad roads thake movements very 
slow. 

From Sherman we learn that Kilpatrick

The Yankees work quickly aud are never 
idle. Already a loyal paper has been estab- 
lished in Savannah, called the Loyal Geor- 
gian. 

Richmond papers are acknowledging the 
Confederacy to be under a cloud. The £n. 
quirer urges that Jefi^. Davie be ousted from 
his position as Commander-in-obiet of the 
rebel army, and that Gen. Lee be appointed 
in bis stead. 

A delegation ot Kentuckians has been 
waiting on the President with a re^uost that 
ha revoke the order of banishment made 
against Lieut. Gov. Jacob of our State. It 
is believed tliat the request will be granted. 
These gentlemen are also urging a revoking 
of Gen. Burbridge's order relative to shoot 
ing guerrillas. 

Last fall a rebel Baptist preactur, Preston 
‘ lliams, was drafted in Hardin county, 
‘he succeeding Sabbath, he announced 
since he was obligee^ to enter the army 
ould make choice of ihe manner in which 
vould serve his country.

of Ciiambersburg, tbe cold blooded massacres 
at Fort Pillow and Plymouth, tbe defeats in 
Florida, on Red River, and at New Market, 
the fiendish staiving of our prisoners in reb- 
el bands, are nut forgotten ; but terrible Las 
been tbs punishment of those at whose 
bands we have suffered these things, while 
the good we have received has far outweigh- 
ed tbe ill. 

Another cause for congratulation la the 
result of tbe exciting Presidential campaign 
through which our country lately passed. 
It did seem as though a peaceful election 
would be impossible; but the people did 
calmly express their will at the polls, and 
the minority have gracefully and patrioti- 
cally acceded to the popular verdict. Since 
the election, parly strife has in a great meas- 
ure ceased, and the Union feeling is being 
more strongly developed than ever — every- 
where is seen a determination (b strengthen 
the hands of the Administration in the en- 
deavor to i^niih the Rebellion. 

We have) written nought here in a boastful 
spirit. For all that has been accomplished, 
we thank Him in whom our strength lies 
and who works all things according to the 
counsel of his own will. Let all our people 
hope and work for success during the year 
which DOW opens so brightly.
